Where coal is burned, sulfur 
is discharged into the air and 
brought to the earth in rain wa- 
ter. As industries convert to oil 
as & source of fuel this amount 
of sulfur in the atmosphere is 
reduced. 


Sulfur from insecticides is 
also being reduced. Dusts, used 
heavily from 1946 to 1959, con- 
tained 40% sulfur. Now sprays 
are used and while the mater- 
iais contain some sulfur the rate 
of application is much ‘smaller. 


Definite response to sulfur is! 
being shown in a number of 
Mississippi tests with cotton, : 
soybeans, and - forage crops. 
First year results normally do 
not show sulfur defigiency as, 
great as those of later years; 
when the tests are continued on 
the same plots. "A planned pro- ' 
gram of sulfur fertilization should 
replace dependence on incident- 
al additions of sulfur in ferti- 
lizers, rainwater, atmosphere and 
insecticides if Mississippi soils 
are to remain permanently pro- 
ductive,” Mr, Jordan said. 


Mr. Jordan and Charles E. 
Bardsley have published a de- 
tailed account of their studies of 
sulfur in Mississippi soils. Their 
report, published in the Janu- 
ary issue of Mississippi Farm 
Research, is available on request 
from the Experiment Station at 
State College.

The second observation is that while man's life expec- 
tancy has been lengthened 10 years during the past two 
decades, deaths attributable to heart and blood vessel 
diseases continue to increase. Last year, 10,527 Missis- 
sippians fell into this death category — 1,000 more than the 
year before.

The third observation can be made through study of 
a map which reveals the county-by-county death toll As 
we see this toll averaged out by counties, we find that 
Hinds County dug 1,038 graves for heart victims last year. 
Warren County dug 338 such graves. The graves dug 
in Rankin County totaléd 190; in Harrison, 439; in Pike, 196; 
in Jones, 325; in Bolivar, 307; Washington, 394; Leflore, 
299;.Lauderdale, 431. 

Aside from the grief and heartache, the broken family 
ties, widowed women and orphaned children, this toll 
represents a tremendous economic loss to our state and to
